Relatives State That There Is No 


Reason Why Je L. Nash Should

Rev. BS. H. Dimon, the father-in-law 
of the man who has been 
Since Thursday a week ago, stated 
yesterday afternoon,that the reward 
for the recovery of the body of J. L. 
Nash had been raised to $500 and that 
circulars to that effect would be scat- 
tered broadcast. 

Professor Emory Nash, the father of 
the young man, and his brothers, are 
still working on every possible clew 
in the endeavor to find some trace of 
the missing man. The Knights of 
Pythias, of which Nash was a member, 
will also aid in ferreting ou the rid- 
dle, for such the mystery of his dis- 
appearance has grown to be. 

Lewis Nash borrowed $1,000 on his 
cottage home in Kirkwood #everal 
weeks ago, part of which was used in 
making the past payment on the cot- 
tage, and some improvements being 
made on the house, leaving a balance 
of several hundred dollars. 

The rest f this thousand dollars 
borrowed, said Rev. S. H. Dimon, ves- 
terday, is intact in the Fourth Na- 
tional bank in the name of J. L. 
Nash, showing conclusively that he did 
not have this money when he disap- 
peared. 

He had also bought a $400 piano, on 
which there remained only about $40 
unpaid, and the strict home life of 
ivash in the seven years of married 
life, th® purchase and fitting up a 
home ifi-that time, with the healthy 
bank account untouched, precludes the 
hypothesis, in Mr. Dimon’s opinion, 
that the young man had left for parts 
unknown. 


Foul Play Believe. 


He is thoroughly convinced of foui 
Play. Chief A. Q. Turner, of the 


founty police force, coincides with this 


view. Nash's father-in-law and his 
other relatives believe this $500 re- 
ward will stimulate a renewed vigor- 
ous search on the river, and that some 
definite clew will turn up in the next 
twenty-four hours. 

The father of Mrs. Nash is a-brother- 
in-law of the late Bishop Atticus G. 
Haygood, by marriage, Mrs. Haygood 
being a sister of Mrs. Rimon, and now 
making her home witb her. The 
father of Nash, Professor Emory Nash, 
held an important post in connection 
with the confederate cabinet by Pres- 
ident Jefferson Davis. 

Rev. Mr. Dimon says they have in- 
formation to the effect that Nash was 
seen with quite a sum of money at the 
river the day he disappeared, and that 


it was his custom to carry quite a 


sum of money with him all the time. 
His business as a public stenographe1 
was a paying one, and a close exam- 
ination of the financial affairs of 
Louls. Nash, says the father-in-law, 
shows they are in good shape and con- 
dition, which, coupled with his bank 
account remaining intact, emphasizes 
with the relatives the murder theory. 
Nash carried $3,600 on his life. be- 
sides having a Knights of Pythias’ 
benefit. 

Mrs. Nash will. continue’to make her 
home at the Kirkwood cottage, al- 
though her father said yesterday that 


phe had several offers of employment 
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since her husband's disappearance, she 
being a proficient musician and sten- 
ographer, having declined a position 
in Washington just prior to her mar- 
riage. 

The theory -that another woman 
might figure in the case has been 
traced down by Rev. 8. H. Dimon, and 
this rumor kas been found entirely 
groundless. 

The disappearance has evolved into 
another of Atlanta’s unsolved myste- 
ries, like the Baker Bass killing on 
Ivy street.

It is now pretty well conceded that 
Major W. F. Slaton will not be a can- 
didate to succeed himself as superinten- 
dent of the public schools of Atlanta. 

It is said that the members of the 
board of education are already trying to 
settle wpon who will be Major Slaton’'s 
successor. 

The logical successor of Major Slaton, 
it is being urged by many, is Professor 
L. M. Landrum, who has been the as- 
sistant superintendent for several years 
and who of late has virtually been the 
superintendent. 

The other candidate spoken of is Pro- 
fessor W. M. Slaton, principal of the 
| Boys’ High school, the son of Major Sla- 
ton and who has been at the head 
of the boys’ high school for more than 
twenty years. 

The election of teachers will take place 
on June 8, at least that is the date 
when the elections will be publicly an- 
nounced. Some two weeks before that 
time the teachers’ committee will agree 
upon the teacherg to be elected and the 
entire board will give its approbation 
to this agreement before the public an- 
nouncement is ma@e. F 

Election of Superintendent. 

Nothing has been so’ far said about 
what time the election of a superinten- 
dent will take place. It is probable that 
the matter will go along with the teach- 
ers’ election, and the public announce- 
ment of Major Slaton’s successor will be 
made some days before that time. 

The salary of the superintendent is 
$2,600 a year. That of the assistant gu- 
perintencéent if $2,000. Professor Lan- 
drum does thée work of.the secretary of 
the board of education along with his 
other duties and receives an additional 
$400 a year. 

The board of education has always 
prided itself on being’ free from politics 
of any kind. Its members have proudly 
boasted that while other boards had been 
accused of being influenced by political 
motives, the board that havi charge of 
the public. school system was happily 
free from all such entanglements. It 
has been the contention of the education- 
al board that it made all its selections of 
officers and teachers solely on merit. 

If this program is_ carried out, @ 
new superintendent will be chesen solely 
because of his possessing the qualifica- 
tions to fill that important and respon- 
sible position. 

A Wery Important Office. 

There is no more important ° office 
within the gift ef the city of Atlanta than 
that of superintendent of the public 
schools... Upon his: efficiency ang capa-~- 
bility rests the education of every child 
in the city. He has control of and su- 
pervision over all the teachers and it is 
generally on his recommendations that 
promotions and changes are made. 

Major Slaton has given the city many 
years of good work. Last fall his health 
began to fail and he will not be a can- 
didate, it ig said, for reelection this year. 
That much is about ‘definitely settled 
upon. 

During the major’s iliness, 
Landrum has had control of the schools. 
He is said to have given entire satis- 

ber of the board 
faction, or, as one mem tg 
expressed it, “he has become crys 
lized in the work.”

Annapolis, Md., May 1t3.—The whole 
membership of the First ‘battalion of the 
brigade of midshipmen has been restricted 
for an indefinite period to the confines of 
the institution, as a result of its mem- 
berg having ‘“‘given the silence” to Lieu- 
tenant Commander C. B. McVay, Jr., one 
of the discipline officers. The members 
McVay’s mode of investigating their ac- 
tions and determined to administer this 
form of rebuke to him. 

In the Nature of Boycott. 

‘silence’ is as’ old as the navy 
itself. It is in the nature of a boy- 
cott. At the time agreed for its appli- 
cation, those participating in it keep ab- 
sojutely silent during the whole of some 
meal at which the officer ig present in 
the midshipmen’s mess hall. Ordinarily, 
this dining room at meal time is a very 
noisy place and silence when the 800 
midshipmen are assembled there is de- 
cidedly noticeable. When it was di- 
rected against Lieutenant Commander 
McVay, that officer withheld the order 
for the First battalion to leave the room 
at the end of the meal, after having dis- 
missed the Second battalion.

NO HARMONY FOR OHIOG.O.P. 


Senator Dick Says It Is Evident That 
Proposed Conference Would Only 
Accentuate th e Trouble 
and Therefore He Calls 
It Off. 


Akron, Ohio., May !13.—Senator Charles 
Dick tonight issued a statement rescind- 
ing the call for a meeting of the repub- 
lican state executive committee at Co- 
lumbus, on Wednesday, together with all 
republican congressmen from this state, 
republican county’ chairmen. and’ other 
leaders in this state. In explaining his 
action in cancelling the conference,’ Sena- 
tor Dick says: 


“The conference was called with no 
purpose of ratifying any deal, bargain or 
compromise, for there was none but to 
secure party harmony and unity of pur- 
pose among the republicans of Chio and 
to allay party strife and contention, This 
it was believed, could be done by a full, 
frank and considerate exchange of opin- 
jon in s0 representative a gathering, and 
finally the adoption of some public ex- 


pression, voicing as nearly ag might be, 
the ascertained sentiment of Ohio repub- 
licans. There’ was ‘no intention of as- 
suming to do more than to recommend 
united action and effort among Ovhio -re- 
publicans and no purpose to attempt to 
dictate or even endorse, or still jéss nom- 
inate the,party. choice or candidate. It 
was never meant to have th conference 
assume the functions of the state con- 
vention or encroach upon any rights or 
privileges of individual republicans. Nor 
was it supposed that there would be any 
arbitrary action binding the great body 
of republicans and no such action was 
contemplated, ag a careful reading of 
the call will show. Certainly the con- 
ference could exercise no functions be- 
yond that of recommendation . _ 

“The purpose of this meeting has been 
misunderstood by some and misrepre- 
sented by others, and thus it has met 
with some opposition and disfavor and, 
in other cases, animosity. Therefore, 
having been convinced that the decided 
restoration of complete harmony through 
uranimity of action by such a conference 
would be impossible at this time, I post- 
pone the meeting indefinitely.”

Motion “Is Made to Dismiss 
~~ the Suit of Price 


ABUSES ALLEGED BY PRICE 


Exchange Admits That Abuses Exist, 
but Says That Price Has No Right 
to Demand Protection—Sum.- 
mary of Arguments Made 
Before the Referee. 


—-- SL —_———— 


New York, May !3.—Hearings were bde- 
gun today at the office of Mr. Charles E. 
Rushmore, the referee in the case of 
Theodore H. Price against the New York 
Cotton Exchange and the members ‘of 
@the classification committee of that ex- 
change. Mr. Price was represented ‘by 
William M. Ivins and Herbert D. Mason, 
and the exchange was represented by 
Henry W. Taft and George Coghill. 

The details of Price's complaint have 
been published generally, but the main 
points are that the classification commit- 
tee of the New York Cotton Exchange 
has overgraded cotton and thereby made 
tenderable on cotton exchange con- 
tracts, grades of cotton which are not 
properly so tenderable. The contention 
of Mr. Price is really that certificated 
cotton must be up to the standard. He 
makes the point that under the present 
@ystem of the classification committee, 
speculation in cotton is about the only 
thing practicable, and those who desire 
to receive or trade in cotton suffer under 
the present form of contract because the 
cotton rceived by them under the 
erroneous classification is of so poor a 
grade ag to ‘make it practically impos- 
sible for them to dea] in it. 

Exchange Opposes Investigation. 
When Mr. Price sued out an injunction 
and an agreement was subsequently 
reached between the attorneys for Mr. 
Price and the attorneys for the cotton 
exchange, that if he would withdraw his 
injunction they would consent to an im- 
mediate trial before referee, it Was 4S- 
sumed that the exchange was anxioug to 
have Mr. Price’s charges investigated. 
For that reason a great deal of surprise 
was manifested when, at the opening Of 
the hearing, the counsel for the cotton 
exchange, Mr. Henry W. Taft, made a 
motion that the complaint be dismissed 
and devoted the greater part of the mori- 
ing to an argument before the referee on 
that motion. The motion was based en- 
tirely on technical grounds, apart from 
any consideration of, the merits of Mr. 
Price’s charges. 
¢ The point in his, argument which ex- 
cited the most interest among cotton men 
present was to the effect that the cot- 
ton exchange contended that it has no 
duty whatever to the plaintiff in the 
case. Naturally, if the cotton exchanges 
has no duty to the plaintiff in this case, 
it has no duty to any one occupying & 
similar position to Mr. Price, and no 
client of any cotton house has any pro- 
tection from the by-laws and rules of the 
cotton exchange. Mr. Taft argued that 
Mr. Price was not injured and that he 
could have had recource, under the rules 
of the cotton exchange, to the usual 
meinods in the event of non-tenderable 
cotton being delivered to him: He could 
either sell it, Mr. Taft argued, on the cot- 
ton exchange if he could not sell it to 
spinners, or he could have made the de- 
mands upon the classification commit- 
tees and on the special fund of the ex- 
charge, as provided for in Such cases. 
Those points were elaborated in Mr. 
Taft's argument. 

What Price Claims. 
Mr. William M. Ivins, of counsel for 


Mr. Price, in reply to Mr. Taft, said that 
the cotton exchange assumes to main- ' 


tain the standards of cluss:c2ticn and 
to protect purchasers against the ce!.v- 
ery of untenderable cotton. He argued 
that when a broker makes a contract for 
kis principal, that principal is entitled to 
the protection which the exchange as- 
sumes to hold out and that he can d6- 
mand at any time such protection. If 
it be not afforded him, then Mr. Ivins 
argues that he could resort to a court 
of equity to enforce proper -administra- 
tion of the by-laws which are or should 
be his protection in all his transactions. 

He stateq further that the argument 
that anyone buying cotton over c assi- 
fied, could resell it on the exchange, 
is met by the answer that spot hquses 
do not buy for the purpose af se ing 
it on the exchange, but buyswith the 
intention of selling it to a spinner, 
and that if they are to have no relief 
against over classification except sell- 
ing the cotton on the exchange they 
must practiaclly go out of business. 
‘Lhis was the burden of the arguments 
of counsel, but cotton men, instead of 
discussing the technicalities seemed to 
have come to the conclusion that the 
cotton exchange was not anxious to 
face the investigation. 

They did not believe that an attempt 
would be made to dismiss Mr. Price's 
complaint, and, in fact, they looked 
for ap investigation that would throw 
light on the whole situation and reme- 
dy the defects In the administration of 
the by-laws. 

Violations Are Admitted. 

It was only a week or sc A4gB0 that 
Mr. Taft admitted that technical viola- 
tions of the by-laws are going on, and 
friends of the exchange believe that 
with proper light on the subject thes» 
technical violations could be avoided 
end the duties and obligations of the 
exchange and it’s classification com- 
mittee so thoroughly settled that there 
would be no opportunity for any kind 
of violation in the future, 

Resolved into its salient points the 
hearing today showed that Price has 
put his finger on the real sor® spot 
in cotton trading on t¥e New York ex- 
change, and he has demanded its 
elimination. The cotton exchange 
argues that if he has suffered by its 
Gebased contract it is his own fault, 
as he ought to know enough to pass 
it on to some one else. How can he 
be injured, the counsel for the ex- 
change argues, when he can turn over 
|his contract for riffraff cotton. to some- 
body who has no intention either of 
receiving the cotton and the cotton 
exchange seems willing to permit the 
impression to gain ground that trad- 
ers in its contracts have no protection 
@1d allow this impression to be dis- 
seminated throughout the country. 

Exchange Contracts Debased. 

Price charges that its classification 
of cotton is farcical, that the contracts 
as a result are debased, that they are 
a real adverse influence in the cotton 
industry of the country, and that its 
charter and by-laws, if only in the 
name of common honesty, must be ob- 
served. The exchange says that it 
owes Mr. Price no duty. and asks that 
he be refused a hearing in equity; that 
no investfgation be permitted, and 
that he be told, in substance, that the 
standards of the cotton exchange were 
erected to facilitate speculation, and 
that a warehouse receipt an@ a classi- 
fication certificate of uncertain char- 
acter are all that is necessary to trad- 
ing in cotton. Mr. Price calls this a 
suicidal policy and points to the atti- 
tude of the south towards the ex- 
change. 

One good result is certain if the ex- 
change continues, and that is, that the 
method of “articulating the contract 
skeleton in the cotton exchange closet 
will be made public. It is an inter- 


esting piece of work.

300th Anniversary of Landing at 
Jamestown Celebrated, 


AMBASSADOR BRYCE SPEAKS 


Euglish Statesman Pays Tribute to 
the First Settlers and to Great 
Men Produced by Virginia. 
Robert BH. Lee Lauded 
by Mr. Bryce. 


———— 


Norfolk, Va., May ‘13.—The celebration 
today on Jamestown island, forty miles 
up the river, of the three uwundredth an- 
niversary of the landin gthere of the 
first permanent English settlers under gir 
Christopher Newport, John #mith, and 
others, were held under falr skies and 
conditions in every way auspicious, The 
exercises on the island are directly un- 
der the auspices of the Society for the 
Preservation of Virginia Antiquities. Jo- 
Seph Bryan, of Richmond, Va., presided, 
and the invocation was offered by Bishop 
Randolph, of the diocese of southern Vir- 
ginia. The opening address was delivered 
by Governor Swanscen, of Virginia, and 
British Ambassador Bryce followed with 
an address, the subject of which was 
“Greetings From the Old World to the 


New.” 

IAeutenant Governor Ellison, of Vir- 
ginia, introduced Governor Swanson, and 
Mr. Bryan introduced Mr. Bryce, a cholr 
composed of students from the historic 
William and Mary college, at Williams- 
burg, was in attendance, and Bishop 
Gibson, of the diocese of Virginia, and 
other clergy, participated. Large ex- 
cursions were run to Jamestown island 
early today, both from Norfolk and Rich- 
mond, these carrying for the most part 
the t!arge company of distinguished peo- 
ple, who are to attend the ceremonies ot 
the day. Lady Grey, wife of Earl 
Grey, of Canada, is with Ambassador 
Bryce. ¢ 
Mr. Bryce’s Address. 

Ambassador Bryce, in part, said: 

‘The oak of English dominion on the 
continent of North America lay hidden 
in the acorn that was planted on this 
island in the James river, just as the 
dominion in the east 
was to be found in the charter that had 
been granted to Queen Elizabeth to the 
East India company seven years before 
this very settlement here. 

“The landing at Jamestown was one 
of the great events in the history of the 
world—an event to be compared for its 
momentous vonsequences with the over- 
throw of the Persian empire by Alexan- 
der; with, the destruction of Carthage 
by Rome; with the conquest of Gaul by 
Clovis; with the taking of Constanti- 
ropie by the Turks—one might almost 
Saw with the discovery of ‘America by 
Columbus. But did any idea of the mag- 
nitude of this event rise in the minds 
of the little band of settlers when they 
set to the building of their fort, called 
after the king, ‘James Town,’ and began 
to sow their fields with wheat? There is 
nothing to show that they saw far 
ahead. 

“Twaq qualities we may note in these 
founders of Virginia. Ore of these, the 
spirit of adventure, was common.to them 
with. many vthers who had crossed the 
western sea. But in the other quality 
o.r countrymen and -our forefathers 
stood preeminent. They came froi@® a 
free country, tnough its freedom had 
not yet been placed on a secure foun- 
Cation; and the spirit of liberty and the 
love of self-government glowed in their 
hearts. They carried in their breasts 
the principles and traditions of the com- 
mon law of England, which of all the 
legal systems that have ever been 
framed is the one most fully pervaded 
with the spirit. of liberty and the most 
favorable to the develonment of personal 
self-reliance and individual resnonsibili- 
ty. That spirit showed itself very early 
among the colonists of Virginia. The 
same. spirit prompted Virginia's action 
when an unwise English ministry, ig- 
norant of the circumstances and feel-

Kidd passed through Bristol Saturday

The state prison commission will 
meet in regular monthly session today 
to take up the pardon docket, but out- 
side of the case of Will Johnson, the 
Atlanta negro convicted of criminal 
assault upon Mrs. Georgia Hembree, 
last August, and sentenced to be 
hanged May 24, there is little of inter- 
est for its consideration. 

Attorneys Alex Stephens and Walter 
McElreath, representing Johnson, will 
urge executive clemency in his case 
on the ground of favorable evidence 
which did not appear on the trial of 
the case, it being claimed that John- 
son was at work at a point three miles 
away avery short time after the crime 
is said ta have been committed. This 
alleged evidence was made the basis 
of an appea: to the supreme court, 
which, however, sustained the verdict 
of guilty and death sentence. John- 
eon’s only recourse now is to the par- 
don board, where a strong effort will 
be made in his behalf. 

The petition is indorsed bv Solicitor 
General Charlie Hill, who prosecuted 
the case, and by ten members of the 
jury who tried the case, asking that 
the: death sentence be commuted on 
the ground of there being’ serious 
doubts of Johnson being the guilty 
party. 

When the case was before the su-

ITALIANS WIN 


POT OF MONEY 


By Winning Everything in 
International Boat Races 
in Hampton Roads. 


Norfolk, Va., May 13.—The Italian 
sailors swept everything before them in 
the international boat races between the 
crews of the various warships anchored 
in Hampton Roads today, winning three 
out of the taces that were pulled off 
and losing the fourth race by fouling 
the battleship Indiana’s boat.

COTTON 


New Yo-k, May 1!13.—Mr. James Pat- 
ten, of Chicago, probably the most suc- 
cessful operator in the commodity mar- 
kets of America, has today jocularly an- 
nounced that he ‘will not shave until 
wheat is $1.50 a bushel and cotton 
sells at 14 cents a pourd.’”’ 

While tha announcement has created 
more or less amusement, it has attracted 
wide attention because, of all the Chica- 
go operators, Mr. Patten is most con- 
spicuously known to be a man who 
means what he says. The truth is, that 
the American speculative public fs just 
commencing to appreciate two facts: 

|. That the exceptionally unpropitious 
weather of the spring has made the pro- 
duction of large cotton or cereal crops 
next year an impossibility. 

2. That the increasing gold production 
is creating a period of practical infla- 
tion. Expressed in units of labor, the 
cost of prothcing gold isn’t today prob- 
ably one-half of what it was twenty 
years ago. Expressed in units of labor, 
the cost of. agricultural production is; — 
much higher than it was twenty years 
ago. It follows, indubitably, that thse 
value of agricultural products, as ex- 
pressed jn terms uf gold, must advance. 
The mining camp, where flour sells at 
$40 a barrel because gold is in abund- 
ance supply and ficur difficult to obtain, 
is but a microcosm of an international 
situation that will presently be univer- 
sally recognized. 

So far as cotton is concerned, it seems 
to me that the advance has only just 
commenced. The visible supply of 
American cotton at the end of the pres- 
ent season will prohably be less than the 
world requirements for a month. The 
crops is fully three weeks+late and the 
present crop will have to supply thir-|.W~ 
teen months’. consumption. 

It is now a demonstrable fact that 
nothing less than an American crop o*% 
13,600,000 bales will prevent a situa- 
tion graduatcd from scarcity to famine 
in the degrees by which the next crop 
fails to reach this figure. Good judges 
in the south ard men whose oapinions 
Sre sane have confidentially expressed 
themselves to me as believing that next 
vear’s crop cannot possibly be | 2,000,000 
bales. Personally I do not believe that 
Mr. Patten will have to wait very long
